Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner had called Mr. Witcher on 9/14/2006 to discuss the 
possibility of amending claim 21 to include subject matter that was included in both claims 1 and 13 to create a 
condition where the examiner felt he could present the claims to an allowance panel.The amendment was as follows: 
Amend Claim 21 as follows (see amendment dated 10/05/2004): 
In line 4, after "session" insert-the software being adapted to instruct the host computing device ta- 
in line 10, after "computing session" create new line and insert-said software further adapted to execute 
automatically on the host computing device in association with the computing session- 
Mr. Witcher after discussion with his client agreed to the change. After discussions with the allowance panel the 
examiner sought to allow the case, however, during a finalized search based on discussions with the allowance panel, 
the examiner during this final search identified a substantial piece of art. Mr. Witcher was informed of the Davis art and 
asked to review it and inform the examiner of how the instant claims distinguish themselves over Davis. Mr. Withcher 
explained that Davis does not provide the automatic feature as identified in the instant claims and pointed out that the 
smart card accepting device (420) was thought to provide the software. The examiner disagreed and pointed to smart 
card 410 and applications (software) provided from the smart card as shown in Fig 6.Mr. Witcher also indicated that the 
non-provisional was supported by a provisional, indication to get the proper date the provisional would need to contain 
the subject matter of the instant claims. The examiner stated that he had reviewed the provisional and found that it 
contained all the features of the instant claims. The examiner suggested that perhaps amending the claims to include 
the automated use and display of the "personal browser" as is found in the specification, might be sufficient to 
overcome the reference. Mr. Witcher did not express interest in contacting the applicant regarding any additional claim 
amendments. Mr. Witcher did express disapointment that the examiner did not allow the case and thought that the 
examiner should have completed all searching before contacting the applicant's. The examiner explained that inorder 
to provide better quality patents, certain checks (allowance panel) have been instituted to assure that the best art has 
been considered. Furhter it should be understood that the examiner may at anytime during the procecution identify new 
art that must be considered, ie. this identification and consideration process does not end after a negotiation has 
occurred. Mr. Witcher replied that he understood and encouraged any effort to provide to the applicant the best art 
before the allowance of any instant claim. The applicant is further notified that through the consideration of the Davis 
reference another reference (Pitroda) was identified and is the supporting reference in the accompanying office action. 
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
